The agent states in his report
to the Canadian department of trade
and commerce: “It was slated o me
that & very large percentage, wmore than
00 percenit, of British Columbla canned
salmon reaches this country without
Jabels, and lnbels are affixed here. A
large dealer will buy 10,000 cases of n
most reliable canning, and 10,000 cases
of Inferfor quality and of Alaska fish,
He will get authority to have printed
for him in this country the necessary
labels for the best quality. Instead of
affixing these lpbels to the latter grade,
he will have them put upon the lower

grade, and on the fine yuality he puts

o faney brand of hisw own, The wonls
‘packed by' are earefully eliminated
from the froudulent label, and all el
remnaing exeepl the quality of Lie con
tents,

“The price of Alaskn salmon i< in

the neighborhood of 18 shillings, or 84
a7, per case, while the British Columbia
i tall tins realizes 25 shillings, or 86.07
per case, und this difference excites the
the eupidity ofthe fakir to practive his
welarious trade by substituting labels of
a well known Dritish Columbin canning
factory.
